most certain to be paid to the ia 
fencecs of the East and West coasts. | 

There are those who take it for; 
granted that Canada’s position is so 
strong that we have no reuson to be 
alarmed, even though world arma- 
ment goes madly on: We are remind- 
ed of the strength of the British Com- 
monuwealth, of the British navy. Our 
contiguity with the might and extent 
of the United States is also stressed. 
Who would attack Canada? 

It would mean taking on the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and the United States, 
which, combined, are perhaps the two 
most powerful nations in the world in 
resources if not in actual fighting 
equipment, Again, what enemies has 
Canada? Those who are to argue ag: 
ainst doing anything fn the coming 
session will be able to put up a strong 
case, 

Canada’s Armament— 

There is, too, the idea that a good 
deal of Canada’s strength lies in her 
careful avoidance of any military ges- 
tures. Canada has next to nothing in 
the way of war machine. You can 
summarize our armaments in one 
sentence, ‘'wo destroyers in action, 
two more ordered, seven fighting 
planes, five more ordered, 140 train 
ing and other peacetime airships, less 
than 4000 of a permanent militia, a 
non-permanent Militia newly organ 
ized but possessing no equipment, to 
speak of. Practically no anti-aircraft 
guns, 

People who have’ worked — these 
things out say that it would cost 10u 
million dollars to give Canada six 
modern divisions of militia, with equip 
ment, plus a sMall fleet of destroyers 
on each coast, and a 100 modern 
fighting aeroplanes, In addition there 
would be a heavy annual upkeep. At 
present the whole cost of our national 
defence department is about 20 mil- 
lion dollars a year. 

Sure To Be Criticized— 

No matter what policy the govern- 
ment works out-—- and it may decide 
not to formulate anything delinite un- 
til parliament has had time to mull 
over the matter—- there will be gioups 
und parties to criticise it. If nothing 
is done, the jingoes and imperialists 
will hold up our leaders to — ridicule 
tor their pacifist and unpreparedness 
tactics. If the government goes the 
Whole hog, and asks parliament to 
vote sufficient to create a small mod- 
ern fighting machine for the defence 
of Canada, there will be a great out- 
cry from other quarters, The govern: 
ment will be asked why, if it can so 
easily produce 100 millions for such 
a purpose, why it cannot find work 
for all, or start old age pensions at 
sixty, or build the termina! at Mont- 
real, or half a dozen other things. Ani | 
is, seeking to compromise, the govern-' 
ment just does a few of the most ob- | 
vious things, it will probably not 
please anybody. 

No doubt the government's defence 
policy is being mouled with an eye 
to the sentiment of the Canadian peo- 
ple, and the world situation. If the 
latter grows more tense, drastic action 
may be forced upon a government 
which is essentially peaceiul and real- 
istic in its intentions. If the tension 
eases off in Europe, it will be easier 
to resume our habitual friendly non- 
mnilitary attitude. 

Probable Action 

Pending official forecast, 1 would 
expect that the defences of Halifax 
and Saint John, of the Pacific Coast, 
and of other strategic points will be 
strengthened, that coastal batteries 
will be increased, that anti-aircraft

Some countries bave so many peo 
ple they cannot grow enough wheat 
for all. 

Some countries have so wuch land 
aud so few people that they lave 
wheat to sell. 

Those nations which are obliged to 
buy wheat are called “Wheat Import 
ing Countries,” While those with 
Wheat to sell are called “Wheat x 
porting Countries,” 

About 550 million bushels of wheat 
this year, it is expected, will be pur 
chased by the importing countries 
(rom the exporting countries. 

Chis amount of 650 million is about 
10 per cent o [the World’s total an 
nual production, 

Canada is the largest wheat export- 
ing country, selling Overseas anuual 
iy a litle more than 200 million bush 
els. Great Britain is the largest im- 
porting country, buying about 190 mil 
lion bushels each year,

some 72 different countries. It would

A scotchmay made perhaps the 
greatest gift ever seni to Western 
Cauada and received nothing in re 
turn!

Red File wheat, which was not only 
of superlative quality itself, but also 
is one of the parents of Marquis, Ke 
ward, Garnet, Ibatches apd other 
good varieties. 

It appears that ip is42 David byl 
ol the township of Otonabee, Canada 
West, (wow Ontario) asked a friend in 
Glasgow, Scotland, to send bim a Lit 
tle Wheat. This Scottish trieud took a 
eWull Quantity liom a curgo ship 
which bad just arrived from Dauzig. 
David Fyte received this and seeded 
it, but only three ears ripened. These 
were carefully preserved and seeded 
again und proved to be a  wondertul 
wheat, which Was soon given the 
name of Red Fite. 

Red Fite was imported into Maunito- 
bu about 1870, and the first siipment 
of wheat trom Western Canada, wade 
in 1876, consisted entirely of Red 
File. This established the high repu- 
tation of Canadian wheat on the 
world’s markets. 

David Fyfe Made little or nothing 
out of his selection and the name of 
his Scottish friend who made the val- 
uable gitt to us is not even known.

TREES AVAILABLE FOR FARMERS

With reference to the all-important 
function of tree planting in Alberta, 
it was learned in an interview given 
recently by the Hon. C. C. Ross, that 
certain types of trees were available 
to farmers for transplanting and 
could be secured for this purpose on 
application to the Forestry Division ol 
the Department. 

Available for planting in the spring 
of 1937, will be limited quantities of 
white spruce, jack pine, green ash 
aud elm. There will also be a small 
number of bur oak and Siberian larch 
with which the Forest Service has 
been experimenting successfully and 
of which a few may be given out for 
trial. In addition to these a large num- 
ber of lodgepole pine and Scotch pine, 
trees possessing healthy root systems, 
are available for distribution. These 
trees are recommended for planting 


in this province.
